MILD A! KEE. 


Milwaukee, April 7.—The first results 
of the election of tho mongrel ticket in 
this city manifested themselves to day in 
a manner that is awakening the people in 
general to a realization of the fact that a 
great mistake has been made. At an 
early hour this morning there were found 
posted in different places in the cigar 
factones rn which are employed non. 
union men, notices upon which were 
printed the skull and cross bones, and 
over them the words “scabs.” Soon after­ 
ward the morning mail delivery brought 
to most of the non-union works threaten­ 
ing letters headed by the same significant 
aud ghastly sign, aud in the workingmens’ 
homes threatening missives of the same 
kind were found, where they had been 
placed during the night by the union 
men. The receipt of these Kukluxmau 
threats produced tho greatest consterna­ 
tion among the workmen, and it was 
with the greatest difficulty that the ci­ 
gar manufacturers succeeded in keeping 
their men at work. 
The Mayor and Chief of Police were at 
once notified of the state of affairs, aud 
strenuous efforts are being made to dis­ 
cover some of the parties guilty of send 
mg the threats. Among the business 
men and citizens generally this action of 
the striking cigar-makers is considered as 
a natural outgrowth of the success of the 
Trades Union Democratic ticket in tile 
recent election.

DEADLY EXPLOSION. 


T h e T o w -b o a t B e lla B a c K x p lo d n i 
H e r B o lle r Y e a r l.at'roo***. 


L a C rosse, April 7.—At an early bour 
this morning the city was thrown into in­ 
tense excitement by the report that the 
boiler of the Bella Mac had exploded, 
with terrible loss of life, near Brow ns­ 
ville, a few miles below this city. These 
reports were fouud to lie true, as lion. I). 
A. MacDonald, one of the owners of tho 
boat, received a telegram to that effect, 
aud preparations were at once made to 
go to the sceuo of the disaster. 
The steamer Alfred Toll lay at the le­ 
vee, and, after providing necessary ar­ 
ticles, medical aid, etc., the Toll left for 
the wreck, and arrived at the place of the 
explosion about 7:30 o’clock a. in. The 
scene was horrible. The Bella Mac was 
on her way up at the time of tile disaster, 
aud oulv about ten miles l>elow this city. 
Through interviews with a number who 
went on board the boat at the time of the 
disaster, 
the 
Republican 
reporter 
learned that everything was running 
smoothly, aud the head engineer and 
other necessary night watchmen had 
changed watches and retired for the 
night. The accident occurred about 1:30 
o’clock a. rn. aud the explosion complete­ 
ly wrecked the upper works of the 
steamer, causing loss of life, aud fearful 
injury to many of the officers and crew. 
The crew consisted of seventeen men in­ 
cluding the officers. Of this number five 
are missing, one is dead, and three are 
probably fatally injured, and the remain­ 
der are more or less hurt.

TORN BY A TORNADO 


K a la m a zo o, Mich., April 7.—About G 
o’clock last night the region of country 
north and west from here was visited by 
the most terrible cyclone ever witnessed 
in this part of the .{State. At Kendall, in 
Yau Buren comity, the large dwelling 
house of Mr. Wild was moved about 
three feet from its foundation 
aud 
blown down, killing Mr. Wild and injur­ 
ing his wife aud a lady friend with 
them. yr he storm passed in an east­ 
erly direction aud committed 
great 
devastations 
in 
Plainwell, unroofing 
houses, laying waste fences, and mowing 
a swath a dozeu miles iu width. 
A Mr. 
Isaac Simmons, of Cooper, was fatally, 
aud many more persons seriously in­ 
jured. Hail and rain accompanied the 
wiud, aud hail stones fell from eight to 
nine luches rn diameter. The scene as 
described by eye-witnesses was terrible. 
The cyclone moved east across the north­ 
ern part of this cgunty, unroofing barns, 
and doing other damage. It is rumored 
a man was killed iu Cooper township.

THE MORMONS. 


Salt L ake, April 7.—The Monuou 
Spring conference met yesterday. 
The 
attendance was slim and the proceedings 
tame. There is a great ferment in the 
Mormon mind, aud the church leaders 
seem uouble or unwilling to sound any 
rallying cry. Mormons are heard to re­ 
gret that Brigham Young is not ulive. 
They recall that he contemplated aban­ 
doning polygamy if the Reynolds decision 
was against it, aud demand that the pres­ 
ent church leaders shall openly announce 
their submission to the law or their in­ 
tention to continue to defy it. Their 
instructions to |>olygamists to dud sepa­ 
rate houses for their plural wives is re­ 
garded as cowardly, and is creating dis­ 
satisfaction 
am mg the Mormon wo­ 
men. The coming Constitutional Con­ 
vention is expected to provide against 
the further extension of polygamous 
marriages, but what people already in 
polygamy are to do gives most con­ 
cern. 
Some 
polygamists 
have sent 
away their plural wives. Others have not, 
and say they will not. Although greatly 
disturbed as to jKissiblo consequences, 
they say they are willing to suffer politi­ 
cal disfranchisement and aid in stopping 
further polygamous marriages, but that 
they will not abandon their plural fami­ 
lies, aud they fear prosecution if they do 
not. The women have suddenly acquired 
greatly 
iucreased 
importance. 
The 
polygamists will 
probably 
not 
en 
deavor to be registered for voting by 
the election commission. 
They expect 
to be able to elect monogamous Mor­ 
mons to all offices. Nevertheless there is 
a great rush for naturalization papers. 
There would be but little disposition 
among Gentiles to disturb existing polyg­ 
amous relations if the church would stop 
the practice where it is; but they have no 
dis|K>sition to do that, or those who have 
the disposition lack the courage to act.

In* due th** boy s wonderful gift of the 
power o f location. The precision of the 
aim is secured by taking a position di­ 
rectly in front of tile object, and aim is 
taken by a certain pressure of the rifie- 
stock against the shoulder and cheek. 
An exhibition bayonet drill followed. 
The boy was applauded for his marks- 
manship aud dexterity.— San Francisco 
Call.

Planting Nuts. 
Nuts intended for planting should not 
lie allowed to become dry, if it is de­ 
sired to have them sprout the season 
they are planted.

with light, friable earth or sand, and 
earlv the next spring the young plants 
wall appear.

There are many defects and draw­ 
backs in our present system of farming. 
One is th** manner iii which we sell our 
product'*. 
We sell our beef and pork at 
six cents, buying back at twelve anil 
eighteen, tlni- doubling and tripling our 
selling price: so with other products, a 
farmer that is above board eau hold for 
better prices, but all people cannot do 
it. and woe be unto him who falls into 
the hands of middlemen and sharpers. 
Some fanners also sell their crops and 
go on cropping, year after year, return­ 
ing no equivalent to the soil. 
He saves 
money and is an excellent man. but 
from the impoverished state of his land 
is a very poor farmer. 
Another fanner 
buys stock, partly fattened, feeds his 
produce to them until fat. sells for an 
advance, making by the transaction 
three sources of profit—first, the beef, 
worth more than when purchased; sec­ 
ond, the increase in weight which pays 
the keeping, while the manure made is 
tho third return f«»r the consumption of 
produce. 
A farmer who keeps up in 
this manner the strength of the soil is a 
sensible mail and a good farmer. 
That 
the soil needs restitution is a fundament­ 
al principle is sound agriculture. 
There is another class of farmers of 
tho present day who may lie called 
Yennor farmers. 
They do riot plant 
corn, it is going Ll lie a wet season; they 
don't plant potatoes, it is going to bo 
dry; their hay and grain crop is ex­ 
ceedingly light; having no faith in seed 
time aud weather tin*y have nothing to 
harvest iii th** fall. Many farmers of the 
present day are called “ fancy farmers.” 
A man of means purchases a worn-out 
farm, erects upon it a s**t of tirst-class 
buildings, ditches, drains, and with high 
manuring 
raises 
large crops. 
His 
valuation is increased, In* pays a large 
tax, his property adds to the wealth 
and beauty of the* tow ii. But says one of 
these Venn**r farmers: “ He will fail up. 
He is buying all th** improved tools 
he eau find; In* is dealing iii improved 
breeds of cattle, hogs and sheep; he 
raises 
IOO 
bushels 
of 
corn 
to 
the aer**; gets fifty 
cents a pound 
for 
his 
butter -he 
cannot 
stand 
it 
long; 
he 
has 
only come out 
into th** country to make a spread, pay 
twenty-five cents on the dollar, and re­ 
turn to th** city. 
Ile is a fraud!” In my 
estimation we want limn* <>! these same 
kin*! of frauds iii our farmingooinmimi- 
tic'i. 
When a man of wealth turns his 
attention to agricultural experiments, 
and gives his experience to the public 
without cost, it seems to be very un­ 
generous to call such a man a “fancy 
farmer.” 
lh* should rather be called a 
benefactor to his brother farmers, 
lf 
his experience proves a failure lie asks 
im on** to make him g*Mi*l for his hiss, 
ami we might learn from one of these 
simple experiments more than could lie 
learned in a life-time without it. 
lf 
this fancy farmer had bought an old 
wagon, an chi plow, a |reg-tooth har­ 
row, and kept it half of the time at the 
shop for repairs, he would have to*eti 
considered a shrewd man by these won­ 
derful farmers, who always knew it did 
not pay to have new tools. 
What is to In* th** future of fanning no 
one eau foretell; what it should be, we 
eau imagine and advocate. 
Future 
farming will require a more intelligent 
culture of the soil, a mon*'thorough 
knowledge of the wants of plant food, a 
more careful comparison, one year with 
another, of the success in raising differ­ 
ent crops. 
Farming needs a more thor­ 
ough organization. 
( ’ombinations are 
what move the world, action 
com­ 
bined. united action is what is wanted 
— not secret, but open: not a war upon

Jood farming will furnish the means 
or educating your children.

ion keeps good neighbors near to­ 
gether, leads to good roads and bridges, 
good schools ana churches, while there 
a general equality that as a whole 
makes the happiest communities.

grain, more stock, use more labor-sav­ 
ing machinery, 
lie will learn to feed 
for an en*!, 
ii** will more freely' plow 
under green crops, and know more of 
the wants of his lam!, and when grain 
is at a certain price he will know what 
he will get for beef and pork.

i* no reason, when the port of Boston 
ha* sufficient terminal facilities, why 
the raising of beef for shipping could 
not lie made profitable on the hills that 
are now run up with brush.
